COUNTY CONVENTION 


Extracts from Public Statutes of New Hampshire 


The County Convention shall consist of the representatives 
of the towns of the county. They shall meet on the second 
Wednesday of each biennial session of the General Court or 
other day in the same week, shall choose a chairman and 
clerk, and may adjourn as they see cause. 

The county commissioners and treasurer shall furnish the 
auditors all the aid and information required by them in the 
performance of their duties. 

The County Convention shall, during each biennial session 
of the Legislature, grant county taxes for its county for two 
years, but the tax for each year shall be voted separately and 
collected in the year for which it was voted. | 

The sheriff, the jailers, the physicians, the clerk of the court, 
the solicitor, the treasurer, the county commissioners, and the 
superintendent of the county farm, of each county, shall make 
up their report separately, to December thirty-first annually, 
and the same shall be printed together in pamphlet form, in 
the month of January following. 

The reports of the several officers named shall contain a 
summarized account of all their transactions, which concern 
the county, for the current year ending aforesaid, and the re- 
port. of the superintendent of the county farm shall contain, 
in addition, a list of the paupers actually supported at the 
farm, a statement of the number of weeks each was so sup- 
ported, and the average cost per week for each pauper, with 
the explanation of the basis upon which such calculation was 
made. 


Proceedings of the Rockingham County Convention 


Concorp, N. H., January 11, 1927. 
In accordance with the provisions of the Statutes of the 
State of New Hampshire, the Rockingham County delegation 
in the General Court for 1927 assembled at the call of Hon. 
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Harold M. Smith, of Portsmouth, in Division 1, at 11.50 4. m. 
Tuesday, January 11, 1928, for the purpose of organization. 

On motion duly made and seconded, Hon. John H. Neal, 
of Portsmouth, was chosen temporary chairman, who immedi- 
ately called for the election of a permanent chairman of the 
convention. 

The names of Benjamin Bartlett, of Derry, and Charles 
Brackett, of Greenland, were placed in nomination and the 
nominations were then closed and balloting proceeded. The 
result was as follows:

Concorp, N. H., January 20, 1927. 


A convention of Rockingham County delegates was held 
in Room 100 on Thursday, January 20, at 12.30 p.m. Thirty- 
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two representatives were present, together with the county 
commissioner, Architect Dow and visitors. 

The convention was called to order by Chairman Bartlett. 

Representative Crosbie, of Exeter, offered the following 
motion: 

Voted, That the Rockingham County Commissioners be 
authorized to enlarge the present County Records building 
at Exeter by adding thereto a fire proof construction accord- 
ing to plans prepared by Albert H. Dow, architect, at a cost 
to be not more than $35,000 and said sum of $35,000 is hereby 
appropriated for that purpose; that the County Commis- 
sioners be authorized to finance the same by the issuance of 
$35,000 of bonds dated May 1, 1927, payable $5,000 Decem- 
ber 1, each year 1927 to 1933, inclusive, bearing interest pay- 
able semi-annually on December 1 and June 1. Other par- 
ticulars as to the rate of interest, the form, issuance and sale 
of said bonds, not otherwise determined, shall be determined 
by the County Commissioners. 

Further that the Judge of Probate, the Register of Deeds, 
the Register of Probate and the Clerk of the Superior Court 
be appointed to act in an advisory capacity with the County 
Commissioners in the construction of such enlargement. 

Discussion followed. Mr. Rutter, of Derry, offered as an 
amendment that the words ‘‘or other architects” be inserted 
in the motion after the word ‘‘ Dow” to give the commissioners 
authority to employ other architects if desirable. The amend- 
ment was voted. 

The original question as amended was then called for and 
voted unanimously.

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A meeting of the Rockingham County delegation duly 
called and seasonably announced by the Speaker of the House 
was held in the Senate Chamber immediately after the morn- 
ing session, March 3, 1927. 

A roll call showed that thirty-three members were present. 
The meeting was called to order by the chairman and the pur- 
pose of the meeting explained. 

On motion of Mr. Laurence Crosbie, of Exeter, the following 
was unanimously voted: 

Voted: That the vote of the convention of Rockingham 
County delegates appropriating $35,000 for the construction 
of additions to the Records Building of the county at Exeter, 
passed by unanimous vote at a meeting of the convention 
duly called and held on Thursday, January 20, 1927, be amend- 
ed by inserting after the word ‘Thereto”’ the words ‘two 
vaults,’ by inserting after the word “‘construction”’ the words 
‘for records,’’ by substituting the word ‘‘ Architects”’ for the 
word ‘‘Architect,’”’ and by striking out the word ‘‘May” and 
substituting the word ‘‘June,’’ so that said vote as amended 
shall read as follows: 

Voted: That the Rockingham County Commissioners be 
authorized to enlarge the present County Records building at 
Exeter by adding thereto two vaults of fireproof construction 
for records according to plans prepared by Albert H. Dow 
or other architects, at a cost to be not more than $35,000 
and said sum of $35,000 is hereby appropriated for that pur- 
pose; that the County Commissioners be authorized to finance 
the same by the issuance of $35,000 of bonds dated June 1, 
1927, payable $5,000 December 1, each year 1927 to 1933 in- 
clusive, bearing interest payable semi-annually on December 1 
and June 1. Other particulars as to the rate of interest, the 
form, issuance and sale of said bonds, not otherwise deter- 
mined, shall be determined by the county commissioners. 

Further that the judge of probate, the register of deeds, 
the register of probate and the clerk of the Superior Court be 
appointed to act in an advisory capacity with the county com- 
missioners in the construction of such enlargement.

A meeting of the Rockingham County delegation, duly 
called and announced by the speaker, was held in Room 100 
immediately after the morning session on Wednesday, March 
30, 1927. 

The meeting was called to order by the chairman at 12. 30. 
A roll-call showed 35 members present. 
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The chairman stated the purpose of the meeting to be to 
consider the matter of conveying by deed a certain tract of 
land in rear of the County Court House to the Congregational 
Parish in Exeter. 

Mr. Bixler, of Exeter, explained the matter. Discussion 
followed. The following letter was read: 


“To the County Delegation of Rockingham County: 


The county commissioners see no objection to the proposed 
sale to the Congregational Parish in Exeter of a small plot of 
ground situated at the corner of the county land behind the 
Court House. The plot, 9 x 7 feet only, lies in such a posi- 
tion that it cannot be used by the county, and if in connection 
with the sale we receive the right to drive in through the 
vacant Parish lot lying at the rear of the Court House, the 
county will gain rather than lose by the transaction.

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the commissioners of Rockingham County here- 
with present the annual reports of the county commissioners, 
clerk of the Superior Court, sheriff, solicitor, superintendent 
of the Farm and House of Correction, farm physician, farm 
chaplain, and auditors for the year ending December 31, 1928. 

In reviewing the work for the past year it seems to have been 
a busy one for the commissioners. A new superintendent and a 
new matron had to be found to take the places of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred Rand, who felt that after ten years of service filling these 
positions they had earned for themselves a much needed rest, 
and at the first of the year handed in their resignations to take 
effect the first of April. 

After much consideration and thought, Mr. and Mrs.Wal- 
lace H. Stiles, of Durham, N. H., were chosen to fill these 
vacancies, and after nine months work with the commissioners 
have proven to have been a very wise choice. 

Considerable repairing has been found quite necessary to 
several of the farm buildings, and this has been accomplished, 
especially to the hospital and cook house. 

A new range has been installed in the kitchen of the Adminis- 
tration Building. Plans have been made to enlarge the 
capacity for more inmates in the Old Men’s Home, and this 
work will begin at once. 

The sewerage at the farm has been found to be in such a sad 
state that it is quite necessary to provide a septic tank to 
take care of this condition, and the commissioners will ask for a 
special appropriation for this purpose at the meeting of the 
legislature. 

At the Exeter Court house a new boiler had to be purchased 
to take the place of the old one which was condemned by the 
insurance company. 

The property belonging to the county in Portsmouth has 
been kept in good condition, but not any extensive repairs 
were necessary for so doing. 
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The commissioners meet every Wednesday at the county 
farm to inspect the buildings and the farm and to consult with 
the superintendent and matron for the betterment of the insti- 
tution, and the selectmen of the various towns with friends are 
especially invited to meet with the commissioners upon these 
days, if they so desire. 

Thanking the selectmen of the various towns in Rockingham 
County, who have in any way co-operated with the commis- 
sioners in their work, and also to the help and to anyone else: 
who has had the welfare of this institution at heart,

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


Eppine, N. H., December 31st, 1928. 


This last day of the year suggests the time honored custom 
of a report on the sanitary conditions, changes made and 
changes needed at the County Institution at Brentwood. 

We are glad to report no serious epidemic during the past 
year and that the conditions in and about the several buildings 
are excellent. 

There are always ills and distresses, cases needing and re- 
ceiving almost an unbelievable amount of care and patience. 

With the steady increase of hospital cases so much time and 
work are required Miss Lord, our valuable nurse, needs an 
assistant which I would recommend and ask. 

The male ward in the hospital is so crowded, and has been 
for two or three years, that when a new patient is admitted 
someone has to be drafted to be transferred to the men’s home, 
though usually his own condition does not warrant the change. 

The really minor alterations your board is making will, I 
believe, relieve in great measure this state of affairs and far 
better serve the inmates and make the efforts of your medical 
and nursing force more effective and satisfactory. 

I would urge that the branch of the subway system leading 
from the main to the hospital be completed. It is needed. 

The old filter beds, in use many years, served their day well 
and checked just neighborhood complaint. 

Today they are exhausted, antiquated and nearly useless. 

Two septic tanks are required, even demanded, to meet mod- 
ern sanitary requirements. 

I will not say a word about the Old Ladies’ Home after what 
your board has done this year if we may have the tanks. 

We feel that a wise choice was made in the selection of Mr. 
and Mrs. Wallace Stiles to serve you as superintendent and 
matron. 

He who writes the next report can judge better probably.

SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


The solicitor respectfully submits the following report for 
the year ending December 31, 1928: 

The usual three terms of Superior Court have been held 
within the past year. Chief Justice William H. Sawyer and 
Associate Justice Eri C. Oakes, together with Associate Jus- 
tice Oscar L. Young, presided at the January term; Associate 
_Justice John Scammon at the April term and also at the Octo- 
-ber term. At these court sessions, grand juries were held. 
Charles E. Abbott, of Portsmouth, acted as foreman of the 
January grand jury, while Edwin H. Plummer, of Northwood, 
was clerk; Frederick M. Cutlip, of Derry, was foreman of 
the April grand jury and Edward B. Clark, of Kingston, was 
clerk; Llewellyn J. Gove, of Raymond, presided as foreman 
over the October grand jury and Harold J. Ham, of Ports- 
mouth, acted as clerk. 

The following approximate list of criminal actions have 
been before the Superior Court for disposition and were dis- 
posed of as herein explained during the year of 1928: 


No. 274 State Vs. Frank Gemano
